Two very interesting pieces of the greatest rarity. There is 
apparently no record of the sale of any copies, and the only others in 
existence seem to be those in th'e British Museum and Lambeth Palace 
Libraries, both of which are imperfect, and in the Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity Library. There are possibly also copies in the Bibliotheque 
Nationale, as Brunet gives a full and accurate description of the tracts. 

The copy in the British Museum lacks a leaf (d x ) of the first tract and 
the last leaf of the second tract, the latter defect being also present in 
the Lambeth copy. 

The subject-matter of these tracts relates to the controversy 
between the grammarians, William Lily, the Latin master of St. Paul’s 
school, and his assistant William Horman on the one side, and Robert 
Whitinton—many of whose grammatical treatises were printed by 
Pynson—on the other. Lengthy descriptions are given by S. R. Maitland 
(List of some of the early printed hooks ... at Lambeth, pp. 415-19), 
and by Brunet (under Anti-Bossicon).

First edition. Richard Lovelace, poet and cavalier, is perhaps 
best remembered as the author of the song ‘ Stone Walls do not a 
prison make ’. This was written during the time he was imprisoned 
for political reasons in 1642. Lucasta, a collection of the more mature 
fruits of his genius, was made ready for the press while again in prison 
in 1649. It is surmised that both Campbell and Byron are under 
obligation to Lovelace since they use identical phrases in some of their 

works. Wood identifies ‘ Lucasta ’ as Lucy Sacheverell who, upon a 
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LOVELACE (Richard), continued :— 

strong report that Lovelace was dead of his wound received at 
Dunkirk (Oct. 1646), soon after married. 

The volume is excessively scarce, especially so with the engraved 
frontispiece and portrait (the latter is not in any of the three copies in 
the British Musenm).

First edition of this celebrated work, the great compendium of 
canon law, and one of the most noteworthy productions of the Oxford 
press. Of the copies known only about three are in private hands, 
and two of these at least are imperfect. The present specimen, 
therefore, though lacking a number of leaves, is an eminently desirable 
acquisition, especially as the beginning and end portions are quite 
complete.

Excessively rake. It is a little work of the most interesting character, which 
hardly ever occurs for sale, and when Pepys reprinted it from a later issue, was 
already, in all probability, very scarce. In it we find a minute and precise account 
of the internal organization of this great and ancient charity, with a list of the staff 
of officers and their several duties. At the end of the volume is given a daily 
service for the poor, the Litany and Suffrages, a thanksgiving, and a form of 
certificate or ‘ passport ’ given to each patient on his discharge from the hospital. 

The name of the author is unknown. In his preface he says : ‘ It pleased the 
kinges Maiestie of famous memorie Henrie the eight ... to erecte an hospitall in 
West Smithfield, for the continual relief & help of an .C. sore and diseased.’ 
This refers, not to the original foundation of the hospital which was effected about 
1123 by Rahere, a minstrel of Henry II, but to its re-establishment after the disso¬ 
lution of the monasteries.

This remarkably pine copy op the First Folio Shakespeare is one 
op the best and largest in existence. It is one of a very few known 
bound by Roger Payne, the greatest of English bookbinders, tooled in 
the exquisite taste which distinguished the work of that genius ; and 
it is the only one recorded which has his original detailed bill (a very 
curious and typical specimen) preserved. The bill begins as follows : 

‘ A great deal of Lettering done in the most correct Manner in 
Work. This Book is very Large—in page 11 in y e Hiet of King John 
their is a Rough Leaf at the Bottom.’ 

After detailing the mending of the leaf of verses and the title etc., 
he proceeds: 

‘ Finished in the Taste I thought suitable to the Book. The Top 
of the pane with (Herne the Hunters Horns Wives of Wind.) & 

Laurels the Arms of Shakespere studded D’Or The half Moon Midds.

In the seventeenth century this copy was Ihe property of the 
Shakerley family in Cheshire, into which married Sir Watkin Williams 
Wynn, third baronet, who thus came into possession of it. It passed 
to his second son, the Rt. Hon. Charles Watkins Williams Wynn, at 
the sale of whose books in 1851 it was acquired by James Beaufoy. 

It now bears the bookplate of Henry B. H. Beaufoy, F.R.S. 

The two copies sold in recent years with which this can fitly be 
compared are the Yan Antwerp (formerly Locker-Lampson) copy, 
which realized £3600. in 1907, and the Hoe copy, sold two years ago. 

The Yan Antwerp copy had the same measurements, but was in a 
modern binding by Bedford; and the Hoe copy, albeit a little larger, 
was in my opinion not bound by Roger Payne, though in the sale 
catalogue it was stated that it had been attributed to him—undoubtedly 
as a specimen of binding it could not be at all favourably compared 
with this one. Moreover, the Hoe copy had some letters in the first, 
second, and last lines of the title restored in facsimile, and some eight 
or ten letters were defective in three other leaves.

This volume is probably entitled, whatever its individual merits and value may 
be considered to be, to the credit of being wholly on new and independent lines ;

Incidentally, a 
perusal of the Quotations and their Translations, will not only “ rub up ” the rusty 
Latin of the mature ; and probably be an incentive to the study of the language to 
those who may not otherwise appreciate its utility and interest; but provide a 
•Synopsis to Bacon’s infinitely varied Experience and Wisdom, which may well be 
committed to memory.
